WASHINGTON, May 31.—A heavy rain storm 
has prevailed here since yesterday noon, and 
today the rain has come. down in torrents, 
sweeping through the streets in sheets. 
Twenty-three inches have fallen at 10 o’clock, 
with two Lours of down-pour to be heard from 
tomake the record complete. The present 
storm originated in Colorado, and sweeping 
eastward, spread over Lilinois, Indiana and 
Ohio, doing much good to the crops in_ those 
states.

Washingcon Officials Decline to Discuss 
Somoan or Behring Sea Matters, 

WASHINGTON, May 31,—State department 
officials absolutely decline to discuss the Sa- 
moan conference or Behing Sea tangle. Of 
the former they admit that matters are in 
such shape as to warrant theexpectation of a 
speedy conclusion of the conference, the com- 
paratively unimportant details only remaining 
to be adjusted. But upon the provisions of 
the treaty—ifa treaty has yet been drawn 
—they refuse to talk further than to say that 
the public must receive its information re- 
specting treaties in the usual course; namely 
after action upon them by the United States 
senate, towhich body all treaties must be sub- 
mitted for approval before they become opera- 
tive. The obvious reason for this course lies in 
the fact that important amendments after 
made by the senate, after the treaties have 
been arranged by diplomatic officers of the 
treaty powers, so radical are the changes, in 
fact that they have caused the failure of pend- 
ing treaties, as a notable in- 
stance occurring in last congress. 

So far ascan be learned, there is no new 
phase in the Beliring sea matter. -The_ presi- 
dent’s proclamation appears to have closed the 
history of the case, and it cannot be learned 
that there has been any correspondence be- 
tween the governments of the United States 
and Great Britain on the subject. According 
to the position taken by the United States 
governinent, by congressional declaration, the 
jurisdiction of the United States over waters 
on the Alaskan side of Behring sea is not ad- 
mitted to bea subject for negotiation. Our 
government simply asserts its absolute right 
and admits the existence of no question for 
negotiation.

High Pices Paid for Votes atthe State Eleo- 
tion 


Newport, R.I.. May 31.—In the general 
assembly this morning the report from the 
committee on elections concerning the 
Block island bribery cases, was read. 
The report stated that seventy-five 
toa hundred men were bribed to 
vote for John G. Shetiield, Jr., a repubiiean, 
who holds seat, from twenty-five tO a huand- 
red dollars being paid for-votes. The corrup- 
tion revealed by the report was 
almost impossible to believe. ‘The republicans 
made counter charges against the democrats of 
similar proceedings. With the report was a 
resolution that Sheflield was not legally elec- 
ted, and not entitled toa seat inthe house, 
and that Christopher E. Champlin was entitled 
to the seat held by Sheffield.

and began the practice of law in Warrenton 
and made a reputation for himself while rep- 
resenting Warren county in the legislature. 
In 1535 he delivered the address at Athens 
which caused the founding of Wesleyan,

dler married the sister of John A. Campbell, 
a justice of the United States snpreme court, 
and afterwards member of Jefferson Davis's 
cabinet. In 1836 lie removed to Mobile, Ala., 
where he began the practice of law with bis 
brother-in-law, John A. Campbell. The firm 
soon secured a large practice and both mem- 
bers became very wealthy.

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ARSENIC FOR HER HUSBAND. 


Woman in England Charged 
: With Murder. 

LivERPOOL, May 31.—A baby dropped a 
letier in a muddy street; the nursemaid 
opened the soiled missive to put it in another 
envelope. This trifling incident revealed a 
most sensational story of husband poisoning, 
and ,has brought the baby’s mother, who is ay 
American woman, within the shadow of the 
gallows. The nursemaid read the letter and 
concluded not to mail it. The letter was 
written with a pencil and was addressed to A. 
Brierly, Esy., Huskisson street, Liverpool. 

The letter was written by Florenee Eliza- 
beth Maybrick, wifeof James Maybrick, a 
rich cotton merchant of Liverpool. Withina 
few hours after the nursemaid opened the note 
Mavybrick was adead man. ‘The girl gave 
the letter to Edwin Maybrick, a brother of 
James, who allowed the funeral to go on with- 
out arousing suspicion, but he watched the 
widow closely and consuited with the police. 
This was three weeks ago. 

Loe days ago, While Mrs. Maybrick was ill 
in bed, professing to be prostrated by her hus- 
band’s ass the police made hera prisoner 
and removed her to the hospital ward of 
Waltham jail. She was not told of the in- 
tention to charge her with murder, but that 
she simply was required as w witness to clear 
up the suspicious nature of her husband’s 
death. .When it became known that Mrs. 
Maybrick wasfactually charged with poison- 
ing her husband, the evidence on which the 
charge was based seemed so ilimsy and purely 
circumstantial that her neighbors felt indig- 
nant against the police and the relativesof the 
dead man for taking so harsh a course, 
iit the detectives knew their ground, and the 
ev. ‘enes against the accused woman at the 
coroner’s inquest willshock the entire country. 

When Mrs. Maybrick was thought strong 
enough to be breught into court to hear the 
charge against her, but when she was told by 
her lawyer that she actually had to answer to 
a charge of murder she became prostrated 
again aud was unable to leave the prison. Her 
trial was adjourned until Monday, but the 
coroner refused to longer postpone the inquest, 
which was set for today. 

Mrs. Maybrick isthe daughter of-o banker 
named Chandler, who lived in Mobile, Ala., 
at the time of the late war. After Mr. Chand- 
ler died, his widow married Baron Von 
Rogue, who was au officer in the German army 
anc for some time on the personal staff of the 
late Emperor Frederick, when he was crown 
prince. Mrs. Von Rogue lived some time in 
Paris eight years ago. While coming from 
America with her daughter, then 18 years old, 
they met James Maybrick, at the time a man 
over 40 years old, and dving a large business 
in cotton at Liverpool. Maybrick ~ fell 
in love with Florence, and after their arriyal 
in England followed hér to London, They 
were married at once in St. James’s church, 
Picadilly. The bride was then described as 
from Norfolk, Virginia. Mrs. Maybrick hada 
separate fortune of about $6,000 a year left by 
her father. Her husband owned a fine resi- 
dence, LBattlerease house, Grassendale, a 
suburb of Liverpvol They went there to live, 
and two children were the fruit of¢he mar- 
riage, who, since their mother’s arrest, have 
been placed in charge of their godmother. 

Mr. Mavbrick had two brothers, one of them, 
Michael, being a well known baritone at Lon- 
don concerts, and better known in America 
as Stephen Adams, composer of ‘‘Nancy Lee”’ 
and other popular songs. Five weeks ago 
James Maybrick went to London to see Mich- 
ael. He complained then of feeling strangely 
unwell, and said that he had been taken med- 
icine which, instead of making him better, 
made him worse, Hecame back here, anda 
few days before the letter (which his baby 
dropped into the mud) was written he was 
obliged to take to his bed and he grew rapidly 
worse, 

Brierly is a dissipated looking fellow of about 
thirty-eight years, with reddish hair and whis- 
kers.

He seemed to"be in good 
Spirits, and was extravagant in his praise of 
the treatment he was receiving at the hands 
of Houston’s affable sheriff, Major Cooper, 
who, he says, is as kind to him as if he was his 
brother, and that he wants the world to know 
that there is as good a sheriff in Houston 
county as there is in Bibb or any other county 
in Georgia. Woolfolk says itis all bosh con- 
cerning his many ’ 

ATTEMPTS TO ESCAPE FROM THE BIBB COUNTY 
JAIL, 
as per the reports of the Macon Telegraph. 
He says when the officials of Bibb county 
chained him to the floor for some unwarranted 
cause, he made an attempt to get the chains 
off, so he could get some exercise: that his 
confinement made his circulation stop, his 
limbs swell and caused a great break down in his 
health, which he was sure would cause a pre- 
mature death. He says his treatment in the 

Bibb county jail was most cruel. They fed 
him on corn bread made of musky meal and 
ransed fat meat, which he wags not accustomed 
to. They would not buy his deiicacies, even 
When he furnished the money, and that he 
Sulfered for want of attention in every respect. 
ile was sick once and needed some medicines, 
whieh he had’money to buy, but the officials 
wouldn’t getit for him, and hesuffered until his 
attorney, Colonel Rutherford, called to see 
him, and upon his request he got the medicine 
for him, and this relieved him from his suffer- 
ing temporarily. 

_ TOM IS CANDID ENOUGH 
to admit that his treatment from Sheriff 

Lhomas and Jailers Pool and Osborn, of Ful- 
ton county, was so kind that he might think 
the Bibb officials harder on him than if he had 
never been in the Atlanta jail. He says the 
sheriff of Bibb seldom ever called to inspect 
tue jail, and that as Jailer Birdsong fed the 
prisoners on contfact, hence the cause of the 
poor feed the prisoners received, he thinks. He 
Says once some prisoners attempted to escape. 
He informed Jailer Birdsong of their plan, 
which he says was never credited to him by 
the newspapers.

Onone occasion he says there was a white 
prisoner ina cel! undér his, and when the 
jailer showed visitors through he would tell 
them that 

THIS PRISONER WAS WOOLFOLK, 
and the prisoner would jump at them and 
the visitors would leave the jail fright- 
ened at the prisoner’s attack, and _ his 
telling them he committed the crime 
he was charged with, viz: killing nine per’ 
sons, and then Birdsong would goto Wooi- 
folk’s cell and pass the proceedings off to Tom 
as a joke, which he did not relish, as he was a 
white man anda gentleman. He furtier says 
that when his friends called to see him that 
the jailer kept several prisoners beyond his 
cell, and would pass the yisitors by him, and 
get these prisoners to tell his friends that he 
had confessed the crime he was charged with. 
This, Tom says, fis all false, and has tended 
greatly to prejudice the minds iof people in 
Georgia againsthim. Tom saysif he can get 
an impartial jury in Houston county 
HE WILL COME CLEAR.

My wife, how- 
ever, in preserving fruit in the year 55, left some 
sweetened water in atin bucket, and, sitting it tha 
night against the wall, I discovered next morning 
thata great many cockroaches had got in the 
bucket, drowned. This gave me an idea, and, act- 
ing upon it, I placed tin buekets, basins and pitch~ 
ers, half filled withsweetened water, around the 
rooms—against the wallsandin the corners touch 
ing the walla Inthe morning I would find the 
vessels, with a great many ofthe roaches in them, 
dead. I continued this fora few nights uaotill rid 
my dwelling ofthe roaches, and have not been 
troubled with them since.

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James McCoy Will Not Be Tried at This Term Foe 
Resistiyg Deputy Campbeil—Some Account of 
the Killing of Kellett In 1885, and the Arn: if 
McCoy—The McWhorter Case Goes Over.. i 


Two important cases which were sct for tria} 
in the United States court yesterday have 
been continued until next term. 

One was the case against James McCoy, 
charged with resisting an oftlicer of the United 
States; the other thatof A. G. McWhorter, 
charged with raising treasury notes. 

McCoy will be remembered as the man who 
stood two trials for the killing of Deputy 
Kellett in December, 1585. 

Deputy Kellett arrested Calvin 
Young in that month at Valley 
Head, Ala., for illicit distilling. Kellett wag 
mounted and Young walked. Descending a 
steep mountain the pair reached a creek, 
Young started across on the footlog, while 
Kellett rode iuto the stream. As they were 
moving across the creek Kellett was shot from 
the rear and fell dead in the creek, 

His body was recovered on the following day, 
The murder was reported to Marshal Nelms, 
who, with several depaties, repaired at once te 
the spot.

the monntain. McCoy threatened to kill him 
if he said anytling about seeing him. 

A reward of $500 was offered for McCoy by 
the government, and $300 was appropriated to 
be used to pay the exponses of the arrest. 

_ The officers kept a sharp lookout and at 
iength found McCoy in Cherokee county. 

On the 22d of February, 1886, Marshal 
Nelms, with a number of deputies, went to 
Cherokee county to bring McCoy in. 

At nightfall the officers went to the house of 
John and Lize McCoy, and demanded admis< 
siou,but the men were very slow about open- 
ing the door. Deputy Campbell ran around 
the house and discovered Jim MeCoy in the 
back yard putting on his shoes. Gunin hand, 
(ampvell approached him, when McCoy 
aimed a pistol at his head. Campbell grabbed 
the weapon, which snapped on his finger, mak- 
ing a painful wound. McCoy tried to 
wrest Campbell's gun from his grasp, but cfter 
afierce tussle the deputy overpowered his 
man. 

After an exciting trial he was convicted of 
the killing of Keilett. The supreme court 
gave him a new trial arid this time he was ac 
quitted. 

He was then arrested on a warrant for ro- 
sisting an officer of the United States, but was 
released on a $5,000 bond.

gHAT IS WHAT THE WEATHER MAN 
VREDICTS. 


The Piory of This Weather as it ie Gieaned From 
the Signal Service burcau—The Outlook is for 4 
Warm Vave, > 

The cold weather is the most remarkable at 
this time of year in the southern states since 
1883, and hardly equaled by the cold snap in 
gune of that year. 

The cold, however, is about over. 

ed and the temperature 
line has alreacy begun to rise in Atlanta. At 
trrdayit was forty-three degres, and 
it was filty-two degrees. 

The temperatures to the west are much 
higher. and tuis indicates warmer weather 
here, as we getour weather from the west, 
northwest or southwest, At seven o'clock 
Jast night the temperature Was sixty-two at 
Montgomery, ten degrees higher than at At- 
santa, sixty-six at Pen acola, sixty-eightat Mo- 
bile, seventy-two at New Orleans, seventy at 
Galveston, 72 at Palestine, Texas ; 74 at Corpus 
Christi, 74.at Lrownsville and 82 at Rio Grande 
City. All along the gulf coast the skies were 
clear, so we may look for clear and warmer

While 
the depression of the barometer was not very 
great, (2,70) the circulatory velocity 
of the winds xround the de- 
pression was moderate, its motion 
across the continent which is independent of 
the winds and due to the revolution of the 
earth, was unusually rapid. The center was 
reported in New Mexico at7 p. m., Tuesday 
night and by the same hour Thursday night it 
as within 100 miles of Pittsburg—making a 
istance of 1,500 miles in 48 hours.

wratuze would go as low as thirty-eight or 
coo 

“That indicates a heavy frost,’’ said he, 
“and that is what Il think we will have to- 
night. There hasbeen so much rain within 
the last two or three days that there is a great 
deal of evaporation which causes rapid radi- 
ation and reduces the temperature ot the plant 
to thirty-two degrees or below, though the air 
a few feet above may have a temperature of 
thirty-five to forty-five. A frost may even 
occur when the temperature is forty-five. The 
only hope of escape from frost tonight is that 
we may havea stiff breeze to equalize the 
temperature of the upper and lower strata of 
the atmosphere, and so prevent the tempera- 
ture at thd ground from falling much below 
that of the air some feet above. The wind is 
dlowing now about ten miles an hour, and if 
this keeps up, it will probably keep off the 
frost, but as an hour or so ago it was blow- 
ing fourteen miles, and as at this time 
the wind at Montgomery, Pensacola and Mo- 
bile is blowing only six iniles an hour. I think 
the wind here will die down toward morning, 
and we are likely to have some frost.”’

Judge Howard Van Epps yesterday sen- 
tenced Robert Steverson to serve twelve 
months in the county chaingang, without 
alternative. 

Steverson was tried and found guilty of 
keeping a gaming house on Decatur strcet, and 
it is for this that he wiil have to manipulate 
the pick and shovel. 

In pronouncing sentence upon Steverson, 
Jadge Van Epps took occasion to say that the 
gamblers must gamble no more. ‘‘Abouta 
year ago,”’ he said, *‘this court decreed that 
the gaming houses must go. The court has 


already sent one man to the chaingang on this | 


charge, and he is now serving out his sentence 
there. That man was Eugene Pacetti. He was 
well educated, in good circumstances, and 
well connected, but his crime was one which 
this court had decided must be put an end to, 
so far as Fulton county is concerned. And in 
pronouncing sentence in the case just tried it 
is the purpose of this court to further demon- 
strate its attitude toward the breakers of the 
gaming laws. There shall be no more gaming 
houses in this county—they must go.”’ 

After the sentence was pronounced Stever- 
son’s attorney gave notice that he would move 
for a new trial, and asked that the defendant 
be released on bond. The bond was fixed at 
$2,000. 


HOW THEY WILL RUN. 


The New Electric Cars for the Edgewood 
Avenue Road. 

The motors for the new electric line lg@ve 
arrived, and the track from the artesian well 
to Inman park is rapidly nearing completion. 

The probabilities are that the line will be in 
operation in about ten days or two weeks. 

“You have no idea,” said Mr. Jocl Hurt, 
“how many questions I am asked regarding 
the manner in which the electric cars wiil run. 
Everybody seemsto have a different notion 
about them, and they are nearly all wrong. 
Some ask if the electricity runs on a wire un- 
der the ground, and others if it is generated in 
the car and escapes over the wire which runs 
above the track. This wire, though, seems to 
puzzie most of them. Many understand that 
it supplies the propelling power, but they don’t 
know how it is communieated to the moter.”’ 

‘Well, how does the thing work, anyhow?” 
Mr. Hurt was asked. 

“T suppose you have noticed the poles all 
along the street—on both sides. Well, a wire 
is stretched across from pole to pole, and from 
these, immediately abové the center of the 
track, a copper cable is hung. These cross 
wires are stretched as tight as possible, and 
the center wire hangs about three inches be- 
low it, supported by a patent brass brace. It 
is this center wire that carries the electricity 
from the battery and transmits it to the car. 
The connection between the wire and the car 
is effected inthis way: On the top of each 
motor there is a long lever reaching 
up to the wire. At the end of this 
lever there is what is called a 
trolley wheel, which is made of brass and 
which is shaped like an ordinary pulley wheel. 
This wheel runs along on the under-side of the 
wire, and its kept in place by astrong spring. 
This spring holds the lever at an angle of 
about 45 degrees varying, of course, according 
to the distance from the top of the car to the 
wire, but always keeping the trolley wheel 
pressed tightly against the wire. The elec- 
tricity passes down this leverto the apparatus 
underneath the car which produces the pro- 
pelling power. After the electricity has been 
used it passes out through the wheels on to the 
track and from the track, by means of connect- 
iug rods, to a cable in the middie of the street, 
thence into the ground.’’ 

The motors are exactly like the ordinary 
street car inappearance, the exception being 
the apparatus underneath. They run almost 
noiselessly, and are lighted by electricity. 

One of the motors is capable of pulling, be- 
sides its own load, two other cars filled with 
people. Their speed is from four to twelve 
miles an hour, and they climb grades about as 
fast as they run on a level. 

Mr. Hurt says that the electricity used is of 
such a quality that a person cen catch hold of 
the wire without danger of being shocked.

A Mistrial Declared in the Gardner Abortion 
Case. 

Yesterday morning the jury in the case 
against Dr. G. W. Gardner, decided upon 
declaring a mistrial, as they stood three for 
convicting and two for acquittal. The jury 
was out all night. 

Dr. Gardneg_was remanded to jail, but his 
attorneys say the case will probably come up 
again in about three weeks. <A great deal of 
interest has been manifested throughout the 
trial, the courtroom being crowded each day. 

Mr. R. J. Jordan, one of Gardner’s attorneys, 
said to a CONSTITUTION reporter yesterday: ‘I 
wish you would correct a statement which has 
appeared. The statement was made that the 
jury stood nine against three for conviction. 
This isa mistake. The law only provides for 
five jurors in misdemeanor cases of this char- 
acter, and the jury was three for conviction 
and two for acquittal.’”’ : 

Gardner did not make any defense at all. 
He did not even make a _ statement, and the 
jury based its mistrial solely on the testimony 
of the witnesses for the state.
